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Fired officer calls 
for Campus 
Security probe

A former Campus Security officer alleges he was 
terminated because of the numerous improprieties he saw 
and disagreed with within the department. 

William Croghan was in his probationary hiring 
period when he was terminated with no explanation. 
However, Croghan said it was because of a specific 
incident. 

In a letter to the Gateway, Croghan identifies the 
incident he believes was the reason he was fired. Assistant 
Manager of Campus Security Paul Kosel declined 
comment on the specific allegations within the letter. 

While on duty Nov. 19, Croghan was called to assist 
an officer in dealing with what appeared to be marijuana. 

“There were three people in the vehicle; | 
witnessed them hiding a big bag, several of them,” 
said Croghan. He estimated the bag at around one 
pound, which in Nebraska would be felony possession. 
According to Croghan, another officer responded to the 
scene and allowed the vehicle to leave, saying the police 
would take too long to get there and it was possible they 
might not, do\anything. A small,amount of marijuana 
separate fromthe larger. bags ,was confiscated in an 
evidence bag and logged into Campus Security. 

The incident was reported in the Crime Security 
blotter for Nov. 19 and described the incident briefly: 
“Campus Security came up-on-a-controlled: substance 
violation in I lot. The controlled substance was confiscated 
and the non-affiliated suspects were released.” 

The Gateway has requested detailed copies of the 
incident reports from Campus Security, but received no 
response by press time: 

Croghan said both he and the initial officer told the 
arriving officer there were more drugs in the car and 
advised him to call the Omaha Police Department. He 
allegedly replied, “I’m in charge and can do-whatever |

The search § for 
a permanent UNO 


chancellor has officially 


begun. 
On Tuesday, 
John University ‘of Nebraska 
Christensen President James  B. 


Milliken got the ball 
rolling by announcing the formation of 
a chancellor search committee. The 12- 
member committee will spend the next 
few months attracting potential candidates 
to UNO, eventually culminating in the 
selection of a group of finalists who will 
then be reviewed by Milliken. 

“The role of the search committee is 
to get the biggest, most diverse applicant 
group possible,” said Dara Troutman, NU 
senior associate to the president. 

To help in that endeavor, Milliken 
has. been discussing possible search 
committee members since the resignation 
of Nancy Belck, who resigned as chancellor 
in September during a_ controversy 
surrounding the UNO athletic department. 
That controversy also resulted in the 
resignation of former Vice Chancellor for 
Administration Jim Buck and Athletic 
Director David Herbster. 

“I just consulted widely with folks and 
relied on my knowledge of the university,” 
Milliken said. 

Milliken went on to say that he selected 
Shelton Hendricks, the dean of the College 
of Arts and Sciences, to chair the committee 
because “he’s one of the senior academic 
leaders on the campus” and, as a dean, 
Henricks would bring “insight into the 
position of chancellor.” 

Bringing in different perspectives from. 
a variety of backgrounds is an important 
partof selecting search committee members, 
Troutman said, and the ideal committee 
varies from search to search. 

“You want to make sure that various 
constituency groups are represented,” she 
said. “There is diversity of both gender and 
race on the committee.” 

Also noteworthy, Milliken said, is the 
presence ofindustry and community leaders 
on the committee, such as Union Pacific 
President and Chief Executive Officer 
James Young and Peter Kiewit Foundation 
Executive Director Lyn Ziegenbein. 

Interim Chancellor John Christensen 
approved of the makeup of the committee. 

“] think it’s a very strong committee,” 
he said. “I think it is very representative, 
and I suspect that they'll do an excellent job 
of identifying candidates for the position of 
chancellor.” 

When asked whether he will be 
applying for the permanent position, 
Christensen said he had not yet decided. 

“As I've kind of said all along, I really 
feel an obligation to attend to the day-to- 
day responsibilities of the position, so over 
the holidays I plan to talk to my family 
and try to decide what we may or may 
not do,” he said. “The great thing about 
the position I’m in is that I really enjoyed 
the position I came from and, regardless of 
what happens, I’m in a good place.” 

The committee’s first task is to. meet 
with Milliken to be formally “charged” 
with the task of conducting the search, 
Henricks said. After that, the committee 
plans to start getting the word out about 
the opening. 

“Right now, the search committee is 
working on approving an announcement 
for the position,” Henricks said. 

Based on her prior experience with 
search committees, Troutman speculated

the group would meet six or seven times 
before deciding on a list of finalists. 
Milliken said he hopes this will be done 
in time to allow each of the candidates an 
opportunity to visit the campus towards 
the end of the spring semester, including 
meeting with faculty, students and staff. 

Senior broadcasting major Latavia 
Adams, who serves’ as_ student 
government's legislative and _ public 
relations officer, is the sole student on the 
committee. She said she had not requested 
to be on the committee, but was asked 
to join it by Milliken after being referred 
by Student Government President/Regent 
Steve Massara. 

“I received an e-mail today suggesting 
to meet sometime this month with the 
committee,” Adams said. “I don’t know 
much about the committee as of yet.” 

Adams encouraged students to get 
involved in the process and said she is 
open to anyone “

The end of the 2006 fall semester may 
still be a week away, but it’s time to start 
thinking about how you will be paying for 
the 2007-08 school year. 

To apply for financial aid, grants or loans, 
students need to fill out a Free Application 


for Federal Student Aid application, which — 


is available online or at the Financial Aid 
offices. Even students that have previously 
filled out the FAFSA form will need to renew 
for the new calendar year. 

Jan. 1, 2007, is the start date for new 
applications and FAFSA renewals, while 
UNO ’s deadline for priority aid status is two 
months later on March 1. 

Randy Sell, director of the UNO Office 
of Financial Aid, explained that students

The chancellor’s cabinet approved 
a preliminary smoking ban for the UNO 
library’s underpass walkway on Nov. 30.

“The only thing that we might 
stop for the weather is the trains,” she 
said. “If it is too cold, we don’t run 
the trams and trains.” 

She said that most of the zoo’s 
animals are able to be outside most of

“The past few years, the winters 
have been so mild that it was totally 


| fine for them to stay outside,” Westfall 


said. “Of course, if it gets too cold, 
they all have indoor spaces, too.” 

For animals that cannot remain 
outdoors in the winter, or for when 
it is exceptionally cold, Westfall said 
the zoo is prepared to move them 
indoors. 


“Some animals, like the gorillas,

are just warm-weather animals, 
Westfall said. “So them, we usually 
keep inside. They have a_ huge 
space underground. Their bedrooms 
are bigger than most _ people’s 


apartments.”

“Their spaces are underground, 
so people don’t even know they are 
there,” Westfall said. 

Westfall said the animals don’t 
seem to mind having to move indoors 
to avoid the weather. 

“It doesn’t seem to stress them 
out at all,” she said. “I think they like 
it. They have plenty of room inside, 
so they are comfortable.” 

Cold-climate animals, such as the 
zoo’s polar bears, enjoy the cooler 
weather. 

“Oh they like it,” Westfall said. 
“It’s like home.” 

In the evenings from Dec. 15 to 
Dec. 31, the Zoo’s trees, bushes and 
exhibits are decorated with lights for 
the Holiday Wildlights event, which 
features activities for children, such 
as holiday crafts. 

Westfall said the zoo generally has 
over one million visitors per year. 

“Spring and summer are obviously 
our busiest times. Then, we might 
get over 3,000 people through each 
day,” she said. “During the winter, 
of course, it slows down. Then, we 
might get less than 1,000 people each 
day.” 

The zoo’s IMAX Theater also 
operates all year. Westfall said the 
film Happy Feet will be. opening at 
the IMAX on Dec. 22. Other films 
currently offered include The Polar 
Express, a holiday feature, in 3D.

“IT didn’t think there was going to 
be enough response to it,” said Burns. 
“I put this together because these kids 
deserve it.” 

Burns and other Lambda Chi Alpha 
members spread the word about the

and collected money 
for the drive from 8 
a.m. to 3 p.m. 

LaRue was 
doing an interview 
on Z-92’s “Todd and 
Tyler” radio show when 
Burns phoned in and \ 
announced members of the 
fraternity raised about $856 
for the toy drive. 

“t was completely 
surprised that they did 
that,” said LaRue. 
“It was hard to 
believe that in 
one day they 
raised that.” 

LaRue 
knows of the 
poor living 
conditions of 
Pine Ridge 
families, where 
the median 
income for 
most families 
is anywhere 
from $2,600 
to $3,500 per 
year. The Pine 
Ridge Indian 
Reservation is 
one of the most 
economically 
deprived Indian 
Reservations in 
the country. 

To make the 
holidays brighter for 
the children living 
in Pine Ridge, 
LaRue and local 
musicians John 
Henry, Brad 
Hoshaw, Kyle 


Harvey, Sarah Benck, The Seth Walker 
Band, The Johnson Bros., The Side 
Effects and LaRue’s band, the Mercurys 
put on benefit concerts on Dec. 1 and 2. 
Toys and money were collected at the 
doors of both Mick’s Music & Bar as 
well as Murphy’s Lounge. 

Burns arrived at Mick’s Music 
and Bar last Friday and handed the 
collected funds to LaRue. 

The benefit concerts and outside 
participants raised a total of $2,410 for 
the drive, which will enable LaRue to 
deliver three trucks full of toys to the 
Pine Ridge children in South Dakota 
on Dec. 15. LaRue will spend all night 
wrapping the gifts, and on Dec. 16 will 
take them to the Community Center 
in Porcupine where the kids will be 
waiting to receive the gifts. 

LaRue said this was the toy drive’s 
best year yet. | 

“It gets bigger every year,” said 
LaRue. “I want to thank everyone 
who donated. None of this could have 
happened if it wasn’t for them.”

the lighting,” he said. “Our ultimate goal 
is to light everything from Leavenworth to 
Capitol and from the river to 19th Street.” 


_ But the evolution of the Holiday Lights —

in the number of lights. Every year there 
are new additions to the festival's activities, 
which now include everything from a 15-ton 
ice sculpture display to weekly performances 
from local musicians.

“We had 30,000 people show up for the 
lighting,” Nichols said. “And we had the 
biggest crowd ever at the ice skating event 
9,000 people show up at Qwest Center.” 

As Joe Gudenrath, a spokesman for 
Mayor Mike Fahey explained, the addition 
of events each year has made the festival a 
regional attraction. 

“When you have these events they 
quickly become holiday traditions, not only 
for Omahans, but citizens throughout the 
region that will make the trip to Omaha,” 
he said.

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Men’s basketball team uses second half run to beat York Panthers

The UNO men’s basketball team rode a 20-1 
second half scoring streak to upend York College 80- 
68 Tuesday night at Sapp Fieldhouse. 

Senior Zac Robinson scored 20 points, including 
four three-pointers, to lead the Mavericks to their 
fourth win in a row. 

Robinson’s performance from beyond the arc, 
which brought him to 35 on the season, moved him 
into second place on the UNO all-time list for career 
three-pointers with 187. He now stands 43 behind 
Mike Simons, who dropped 230 between 1996-2000. 

Coach Derrin Hansen said Robinson has 
definitely emerged as the Mavs’ go-to shooting 
threat, but his teammates have been a big part of his 
success. 

“He’s done a good job. Guys are getting him 
good passes, guys are setting good screens and then 
he’s finishing the play by knocking down shots,” 
said Hansen. 

Despite Robinson’s long-range prowess, it was a 
pair of back-to-back threes by junior Denny Johnston 
that opened the game up for the Mavs. 

After UNO carried a narrow 38-37 advantage 
into the half, both teams fought for the lead early in 
the second period. 

About midway through the half, though, 
Johnston connected on his threes and ignited a 15-0 
run that helped the 6-3 Mavericks pull away from 
their non-conference foes. 

The team’s recent road trip might have had 
something to do with the close first half, said 
Hansen, but his team responded well when they 
needed to. 

“We were pretty stagnant in the first half. I think 
we had a little bit of a hangover from our trip in 
Colorado, but then I thought our energy level got 
better there for a stretch in the second half and we 
got it up to 20 at one point and then just kind of took 
it in from there,” Hansen said. 

In addition to Robinson, three other Mavs 
finished the game in double figures. Johnston scored 
14, Michael Jenkins added 12 and Jerry Bennett 
dropped in 11 points on the night. Bennett led the 
Mavs on the boards with nine rebounds. 

Hansen said while he can’t complain about the 
effort his team has been giving, they still aren’t 
playing as well as they can. However, if they can 
hold on until some of their injured teammates return 
to the lineup, the coach said, they’ve got a good 
future. 

“We played better last night and if we can 
keep improving there, I'll like our chances,” said 
Hansen. 


Women’s basketball 
puts up big numbers

Since losing to Kearney on Nov. 28, the UNO 
women’s basketball team has gone on a tear, 
outscoring their last three opponents by an average 
of 36 points. 

Peru State was the Mavs’ latest victim, as UNO 
put on a clinic and walloped the Bobcats 95-55 
Tuesday night at Sapp Fieldhouse. 

It was the second game in a row in which the 7-1 
Mavericks put up more than 90 points. 

Senior Karen Thies, who was named co-NCC 
Player of the Week for her performances in UNO’s 
previous two wins, led the effort with 24 points on 
7 for 11 shooting and added seven rebounds and 
five assists. 

With every player making the box score for at 
least one basket and one rebound, the Mavericks 
built a 55-27 halftime lead on 56 percent shooting 
and never looked back. 

Alyssa Green added 13 points, Cayla Hargrove 
scored 12 and Lacey Geitzenauer chipped in 11. 
Ashley Nelson was the leading rebounder with 
eight. Nelson also scored six points, dished out two 
assists and blocked two shots.

And so it has come to pass. Rumor Has It... and 
my time as a Gateway staffer are coming to an end.

Food Bank after Hurricane Katrina, in the late 
summer and fall of 2005. 

“We found out the local food bank pantries 
were being depleted,” she said. “So much focus 
on charitable giving was going to the Gulf Coast 
region, and that was very important, but we saw 
news stories that local needs weren't being met.” 

Another statistic they found last year was that 
41 percent of children in Douglas County live 
below the poverty line. 

“There's a lot of working poor in Omaha who 
need the services of the Omaha Food Bank,” Weber 
said. “And that just lit a fire under our students.” 

Weber said PRSSA has enjoyed a great 
partnership with the Food Bank over the past 
year. 

“It's just a wonderful experience for the 
students,” she said. 

PRSSA also plans to give $500 to the Omaha 
Food Bank this semester that they accumulated 
through their various fundraisers, Weber said. 

Anyone interested in volunteering for the Food 
Bank can call them at (402) 331-1213. “We have 
a lot of food that needs to be sorted during the 
holidays,” Knapp said. She said local food pantries 
could also use volunteers, as they are the ones that 
put the holiday meal boxes together. 

“The best goal is that food banks don't have to 
exist at all,” Knapp said. “That would mean there
